Hughes to Governor Smith, was seri­ 
ously questioned by detectives after 
they had failed to find the addresses J 
of two men whom Thurber, in an af- i 
fidavit in a London prison had impli­ 
cated in the explosion. Reports from 
other cities, the police said, indicat- 
j ed that other details in the confes- 
i sions w ere valueless. 
Thurber, advices say was sentene- 
j ed to San Quentin prison in Febru­ 
ary, 1926, for a three year term. He 
was released two years later.

Germs to Help Run Engines 
by Producing Gas Fuel 


Methane, one of the gases used for 
motor fuel, is being produced in com­ 
mercial quantities in India with the 
lid of germs that convert a mixture of 
■ewer sludge and sawdust into various 
compounds of which the gas forms an 
important part. 
The tiny creatures 
ire cultivated in air-tight tanks kept 
it a warm temperature. They multi­ 
ply rapidly and by working on the 
mixture produce acetic acid and car­ 
bon gas as well as methane. 
Marsh 
gas, frequently found in stagnant 
pools, is largely the result ci their 
presence and causes decay and fermen­ 
tation of vegetable matter.

stems and skins have been found to 
yield as much as 81 per cent methane 
when acted up by certain kinds of 
germs.
